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Dear students. 

How does one deal with times like these? The pace of change 
is so fast and unpredictable that no one can reasonably fore- 
cast the conditions you will face at the end of the school year, 
never mind trying to predict the economic, social and political 
world you will face after four years of college and university. 

When you started this school year in September, who could 
have predicted events in the former Soviet Union to account for 
fhe fragmenfation and collapse of that super power? The Olym- 
pic medal winners from this former giant cannot even listen to 
their national anthem: there is no nation and no anthem. Also 
in September it was unthinkable that Israelis and Palestinians 
would be meeting regularly to discuss the enduring crises of the 
areas. Enormous economic re-structuring is happening not only 
in the old Soviet Union, but in Europe, North America and Asia 
and we can only dimly see what effects this will have. 

By the time you graduate in June, we may know the options 
we face in assessing our future as a country, but we will not know 
the outcome or be able to predict it accurately. As the ancient 
Chinese proverb holds, you have been cursed to live in interest- 
ing times. So, with so much changing, what are you to do? 

First of all, accept change as a way of life and be ready to 
deal with it. We cannot train you for the future because nobody 
can look that far ahead. However, we can help educate you so 
that you can think and work out your own solutions. We can help 
provide you with the attitude and abilities you will need to man- 
age change for the near future, but we cannot - nor can univer- 
sity - give you specific training and skills for a specialized career 
or profession based on today's criteria because we cannot judge 
the future with certainty. This, I think, is the fundamental difference 
between education and training. Get an education so that you 
can understand and manage change, 

One final comment. I said that the world Is changing at an un- 
believable pace and so it is. But you have a fairly unique ad- 
vantage, because in our small school, you will have made 
contacts and friendships on an international basis. Cherish these, 
because nothing is more valuable for coping with a confusing 
world than personal knowledge and contact. These contacts and 
friendships will give you a breadth of vision and understanding 
that is hard to match and it is something no formal classroom 
teaching can provide. 

Good luck to all of you. It is time for you fo face a challenging 
and perhaps forbidding world, but you do not have to do this 
alone or unprepared. I hope you look forward to the journey.

He was appointed to teach 
English and Economics and he became Assistant House Director of Davis at the same time. He 
rapidly demonstrated his tremendous energy and enthusiasm by taking on 'extras' such as SAT.

Mrs. Maggie Graham 

Mrs. Graham has become something of an institution at Stanstead College over the past twenty- 
eight years as the first, and only Art teacher in all that time. But the contribution she has made 
to the school and local community goes far beyond what most students realise. 

Mrs. Graham first arrived in Stanstead, from Toronto, in 1958, when her husband accepted 
a job as Chemistry teacher from the then Headmaster, W.K. Molson. At that time, the Grahams 
brought their five-month old baby, Malcolm, with them and moved into the third-floor apart- 
ment in Colby - the first of many moves and homes. In 1959, their second son, Lomond, was 
born in Newport Hospital but in the following year they left Stanstead to return to Toronto. How- 
ever this turned out to be a very temporary interruption to their connection with Stanstead Col- 
lege because Mr. Graham was contacted again in 1961 and offered the post of Geography 
teacher. When Ed. Caley replaced the Rev, Hutchinson as Headmaster, Mrs. Graham became 
Housemaster of Davis. This was probably what finally drove Mr. Graham to seek a place to which 
she could escape and she accepted the job of teaching Art to the boys, the following year, 
1964. This was the first time that this subject had been offered at the College. 

That began an incredible stint in the Model School that lasted for twenty-eight years. Through 
all that time, Mrs. Graham has taught skills and encouraged creativity without imposing any 
one particular style upon her students. A testimony to her success is the number of alumni who 
keep in touch with her and recognise the difference she made to their lives. In addition to her 
regular classroom commitments, she has also given numerous Art classes to different age groups 
in the community, and can claim some interesting distinctions such as having taught Art to three 
generations of Beasses , She has always been ready to help with the art work for countless school 
events and social activities as well as being responsible for the beautiful calligraphy on thou- 
sands of school prizes and awards. She took charge of make-up for school plays, too. Of course, 
as we all know, Mrs. Graham is always game to try something new and has attended many 
courses, conferences, workshops and exhibitions during her career at the College. She has also 
taken students on numerous trips and visits and been ready to help with Animation activities 
of a cultural nature, 

Mrs. Graham has also set a tremendous example to us all by the way in which she has made 
contacts with the local community, beyond the College itself, She has been a very active mem- 
ber of the Unitarian Universalist Church for many years and was instrumental in forging links be- 
tween the Church in North Hatley and the one in Derby Line. She was the first woman to become 
a President of the Church and is, at present, the President of another unique organization, the 
Danville Chapter of the American Dowsers Association. This Chapter is, in fact, the headquarters 
of the entire North American Association and she is responsible for the Annual Convention. Her 
community work, of late, has included organizing assistance for the Dominican and Venezue- 
lan sailors who were detained here and she is the only Canadian member of the Northeast King- 
dom AIDS Commission and Vermont AIDS Coucil. These are just a few of the activities that she 
has devoted her time and effort to, over the past thirty-four years. 

Whilst Mrs. Graham has been teaching Art, working in the community, and supervising the 
library every Sunday evening all these years, she and her husband, Duncan, have also been 
very successful in raising their family through elementary school at Sunnyside, Stanstead or the 
Convent and on to University. Their children are presently pursuing careers out West, in British 
Columbia, where Fiona is a teacher, Rhona in genetics research and Malcolm running his own 
business. And the next generation of Grahams has already begun with the birth of their first grand- 
child. 

As for the future, Mrs, Graham says she has no immediate plans for a second career and is 
going to take some well-earned time to consider the possibilities that a little more freedom will 
give her. All of the students and staff at the College would like to thank her for everything she 
has done in the past and to wish her, and her husband, the best of health and happiness in 
their future lives.
